It was set forth that on this land, 
Lopez had made the first discovery of 
gold in California in 18%, taking out 
some thirty-six pounds of the yellow 
metal, which he sent to San Fran- 
cisco. The lands are mineralized and 
worth more for mining than for ag- 
riculture, ‘and it was felt that here 
could be erected monuments and min- 
ing models which would serve to per- 
petuate the memory of pioneer min- 
ing men. 

Senator Flint urged the matter on 
Secretary Ballinger. and the latter 
has called on the General Land Of- 
fice, the Reclamation Service and the 
Geological Survey for reports as to 
the status of the land.

POPULATION NOW EXCEEDS 
THAT OF ENTIRE STATE.

Remarkable Showing Revealed by 
Publication of Census Statistics. 
Growth of Empire Commonwealth 
Also Astonishing, and Ohio Can 
Only 238 More inhabitants. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

‘WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—New York 
City for the first time has become 
greater in point of population than al! 
the rest of the State of New York. 

This is shown by statistics giving 
the population of the State, as enu- 
merated in the thirteenth census. and 
made public today. While this is the 
most striking feature of tthe New 
York State census figures, almost as 
remarkable is the rate of growth of 
the Empire State. Since 1870 it has 
doubled its population, and the rate of 
increase in the last ten years, 65.4 per 
cent., is the greatest since the decade 
between 1840 and ‘1850, when the per- 
centage of increase was 27.5. 

This increase is largely attributable 
to the growth of cities, and is believed 
by the census officials to be due to the 
development of the manufacturing in- 
terests and to foreign immigration. 

With this increase in population wil! 
come a larger representation in the 
lower branch of Congress. 

Of the 9,113,279 people in New York 
State, 4,766,883 are in New York City, 
and 4,346,396 outside. In 1890 New York 
City contained 394,490 inhabitants less 
than the State outside the city, the 
population of the city being 3,437,202. 

The population of the State of Ohio 
is 4,767,121, according to the statistics 
of the thirteenth census, made public 
today by Director Durand. This is an 
increase of 609,576, ar 14.7 per cent. 
over 4,157,545 in 1900. The increase from 
1890 to 1900 was 485,229, or 13.2 per cent.

Returns to Washington and 
Starts on Message.

| Explains Conditions as Found 


at Panama Canal. 


Predicts Early Completion 
of Gigantic Task. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—President 
Taft returned to Washington tonight, 
after having stopped a day at Rich- 
mond, Va., on his way from the Isth- 
mus of Panama. 

The President announced soon after 
his arrival that he would make no en- 
gagements in the ‘next five days. In 
that time he hopes to have completed 
his message to Congress. 

Only cabinet officers and others with 
whom the President desires to consult 
regarding his message will be formally 
received at the White House. The 
document will be ready either the night 
of November 2 or early on November 


The President, in the message, will 
deal with his visit to Panama, making 
recommendation on a number of sub- 
jects which he desires considered with 
a view to early action. 

NO EXTRA SESSION.

President Taft had an interesting day 
in Richmond, the most important fea- 
tures of which were an informal ad- 
dress on the Panama canal at the 
luncheon given in his honor, and an 
address before the Virginia Educational 
Conference. 

The President in his Panama canal 
speech, attempted in a way to describe 
the conditions he found, and he aroused 
intense enthusiasm by his prediction 
that the canal would be open well in 
advance of the official date of opening, 
January 1, 1915.

LOCK AND LAKE PLAN. 

“What the American people want,” 
said the President, “if I understand it, 
is the prompt completion of the canal, 
and they are willing to pay fairly for 
it. It does,not require the imagination 
of an engineer to see that the canal 
is there and is being put through, and 
that it will be a great canal.“ | 

The President went into some detail 
in dealing with the problem presented 
by the Chagres River, and declared the 
lock-and-lake plan finally adopted was 
the only feasible one for controlling the 
turbulent stream. 

“We are engaged in taking out of the 


Culebra cut,“ continued the President, 


“an average per month of = 1,900,000 
yards. We are taking out of the other 
parts of the canal enough to make it 
about 2,800,000 cubic yards. 

LOCKS BIG UNDERTAKING. 

“If it were excavation only, we would 
mot have so much difficuity, because it 
would then be completed about Jan- 
uary 1, 1913, but there are those great 
lock structures, for instance, at Gatun, 
nearly a mile long, and 300 feet wide, 
with a wall on the outside forty feet in 
width, and a wall in the middle fifty 
feet in width. 

“We are engaged now in laying the 
concrete at the rate of about 4500 cubic 
yards a day on each side. The men in 
each division are full of the spirit of 
competition to see which group can do 
the most yardage in a day and at the 
lowest cost. Between them, they do 
about 9000 cubic yards in a day. If you 
will calculate that, you will find it 
makes a mass of concrete that it is dif- 
ficult to imagine any machinery will lay 
in a day of eight to twelve hours.” 

ENGINEERS UPHELD. 

The sides of one lock on the Gatun 
side have been practically completed, 
so that we were able to look at it and 
realize what it is. 

“I think the people of the United 
States favored a sea level canal. They 
thought of a iock and its gates as dif- 
ficult and complicated machinery, and 
they thought the lifting of a vessel of 
25,000 tons by water and machinery 
would present obstacles every time a 
steamer went through.

Attorney Louis Brandeis, for the At- 
lantic Seaboard shippers, in summing 
up the scientific management testi- 
mony, reiterated the request that the 
commission conduct an independent in- 
vestigation if it believes the railroads 
have not introduced such scientific 
methods and he believed he had pro- 
duced evidence to show they had not. 
Mr. Brandeis assumed the burden of 

proof was on the railroads to show 
whether they have put into operation 
economies which he did not believe 
existed. 

EXPERTS GIVE OPINIONS. 


Charles B. Going, managing editor of 
an engineering magazine, told how the 
Santa Fe Railroad had made a net sav- 
ing of $5,300,000 in five years in its re- 
pair and machine shops through .func- 
tional organization and analytical 


study and standardization of instruc- 


tions. 

Harrington Emerson, engineer, fac- 
tory manager, investigator and bust- 
ness instructor, described the applica- 
tion of scientific management to the 
railroads. He testified it was by no 
means settled that larger locomotives 
meant diminished cost, while on the 
other hand, it was quite likely the rail- 
roads could not haul as much business 
with the smaller engines and the other 
equipment of twenty years ago. He 
@4 n't think much of the ratiroads 


which had done nothing in 


the way of 
scientific methods. 


He referred to the Union and South 


ern Pacific several times in response 
to questions by Commissioner Prouty, 
who asked him how it was that those 
two enterprising roads had not seen 
‘fit to adopt those principles, if they 
had not done so. 

He said that he talked with J. J. Hill 
and he knew Mr. Hill's road moved 
more power for a less amount and 
hauled a larger tonnage per locomotive 
than the Union Pacific. 
| Mr. Emerson believed that a railroad 
manager, “must be born again.” He 
said that all railroads were efficient in 
some directions and particularly cited 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul as 
one that has a remarkably good record 
for fuel efficiency. He contended that 
railroad efficiency would be impossible 
without some scientific management, 
‘but he knew of no read that had 
adopted scientific management as a 
whole.

Sharp was working for the Liggitt 
and Meyers Tobacco factory at a small 
salary and by dint of hard work he and 
his wife managed to save $600. Samp- 
son was working at the same place and 
wanted to embark in busines, and 
after much persuasion, Sharp agreed 
to let him have the $600 on a six- 
months’ note. Less than four months 
later the man failed and left the city. 

Sharp gave the money up as lost. 
He saved the note merely as a souvenir 
of his first business transaction and 
went to work with a will to recoup his 
loss. A few years later he made a bid 
for the contract for hauling the prod- 
ucts of the Liggitt and Meyers factory 
and landed a permanent contract. 
Sharp continued in his work for the 
tobacco company for many years and 
finaily got a fortune and retired. He 
then went to Monroe county and in- 
vested his money in several good farms 
and since has been engaged in the real 
estate business. 

The fortune of his friend varied fo: 
many years. At times he was down and 
out and at other times got along well. 
The money he borrowed was invested 
in Texas land and out of the wreck he 
managed to save a small tract worth 
at one time hardly enough to pay the 
taxes on. Sampson held the land, how- 
ever, and recently an oll company 
started drilling on it.

Weigart was shot twice and an ex- 
amination by Coroner Kendrick and 
City Health Officer B. F. Peace of his 
exhumed remains calls forth the ex- 
pression of opinion from both that the 
infliction of either wound would have 
made it apparently practically impos- 
sible for Weigart to have fired the sec- 
ond shot. One was directly through the 
heart and the other so close to it that 
paralysis in all probability would have 
resulted. 

Mrs. Weigart claims it was the prac- 
tice of forestry officials to force obedi- 
ence during stress of great fires at 
point of pistols and that Weigart was 
shot down when he showed cowardice.

CHICAGO, Nov. 73.—Octave Chanute, 
the “Father of the Aeroplane,” died 
at his home in Chicago today after 
an iliness of several weeks.

COL. MOSES C. WETMORE RUN 
OVER BY WAGON.

Missouri Democratic Leader, Inti- 
mate Friend of William Jennings 
Bryan, Suffers Concussion of Brain 
and Numerous Broken Bones. 
Condition Is Serious.

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 23-—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Col. Moses C. Wetmore, re- 
tired millionaire tobacco manfacturer 
and Democratic National Committee- 
man from Missouri, was run down at 
Broadway and Olive street this after- 
noon and dangerously injured, by a 
wagon driven by Joseph A. Bachman. 
He sustained a fracture of the right 
shoulder, a fracture of the skull, proba- 
ble fracture of the right hip, contusions 
on the forehead and concussion of the 
brain. 
Although Col. Wetmore is not ac- 
tively engaged in business, he main- 
tains an office in the Cariton Build- 
ing, which he left only a few minutes 
before the accident. He attempted to 
cross, Olive street at Broadway, when 
the horse driven by Bachman struck 
him and knocked him to the ground. 

The wheels of the wagon passed over 
the prostrate man before Bachman 
could stop. Col. Wetmore lay in the 
street in a helpless condition until Pa- 
trolman Treinan picked him up and 
carried him to a private automobile 
in which he was removed to the dis- 
pensary and then to his home. In the 
meantime, word of the accident was 
sent to E. E. Vick, Col. Wetmore’s 
private secretary. Bachman was ar- 
rested and a charge of careless driv- 
ing was placed against him. 
Col. Wetmore has been in poor health 
for some months. He is 65 years old. 
He is a multi-millionaire and has been 
a figure in Democratic national poli- 
tics for many years, being one of the 
most intimate friends of William Jen- 
nings Bryan in this country. Col. Wet- 
more has been a large contributor to 
the Bryan campaigns and in the last

Shelton C. Burr, his brother, of 
the firm Burr Bros., dealers in ofl and 
mining stocks, raided by the govern- 
ment on a charge of using the mails 
to defraud, were today released on bail 
of $10,000 each. 

Frank C. Tobey, the third member of 
the firm, has been unable to secure 
bonds. 

When the postoffice inspectors who 
raided Burr Brothers’ get-rich-quick 
factory in the Fiatiron building sat 
down to look over the concern's Mon- 
day morning mail, they found more 
than $20,000 in it. And so slow is the 
‘“eome-on” to give up h of 50 per 
dent. dividends that while the inspect- 
ors were still busy gathering up the 
papers and books before locking the 
office door, many telegrams were re- 
seived asking that shares in Burr 
Brothers’ properties be reserved for the 
simple-minded writers until money 
sould be forwarded. 

The government has attached the 
Burr accounts in nearly a dozen banks 
in this city. 

A number of other get-rich-quick 
concerns with headquarters in New 
York are under investigation, and ar- 
rests will be made as soon as the in- 
spectors believe they have evidence 
sufficient to put the principals behind 
the bars 

The doors of the Federal building 
were hardly opened before the Burr 
Brothers come-ons began to come on 
amd tell how they had been duped. 
Inspector Kincaid and Assistant United 
States Attorney Dorr listened to nearly 
fifty pitiful stories of savings which 
had gone to better the Burr Brothers 
concern and pay for the advertise- 
ments. 

Most of those who came to ask if 
there was any chance of getting their 
money back were elderly women and a 
number were widows, who had put 
their husbands’ life insurance money 
into the Burr mining and oll com- 
panies.

STRIKES BISBEE,

Floats “Watered” Bonds. 


Securcs Two Hundred and 
Forty-four Thousand. 


Los Angeles Banking Con- 
cern Interested in Plant.

BISBEE (Artz) Nov. 22.—Another. 
example of “high finance“ seems to 
have been furnished by the 
Light & Power Company, which ben 
efited by a bond issue of $244,000 on a 
property with actual physical valua- 
tion of only $75,000. Whether the en- 
tire issue was sold does not appear. 
The company is the successor of the 
International Gas & Light Company, 
a corporation with $44,090 indebted- 
ness, held by the Los Angeles Trust 
and Savings Bank. The later bond is- 
sue is understood to be in the hands 
of the Michigan Trust Company of 
Chicago. ‘The enterprise has been 
merely drifting for some time and 
finally was closed down. Then the 
Los Angeles bank, acting within its 
rights as a trustee, stepped in with a 
demand for a receiver, tock charge 
and forthwith resumed service to Bis-

bee gas consumers. A. W. McPher- 
son of Santa Monica, Cal., has been | 
appointed receiver. He states that 
the service of the company will be 
much extended and that—new pipes 
will be laid wp the canyon into Bis- 
bee around the slag dump, where 
there has been much leakage of gas, 
owing to the breaking of pipes in 
ground settling over mining work. 

MINE BADLY FLOODED. 
Of serious importance to the stock- 
holders of the Denn-Arizona Copper 
Company was the flocding of the 
mine’s lower workings last Wednes- 
day. The water came so rapidly and 
in such volume that the miners were 
compellc! to the 
pumps on the 160¢fect level, now 
covered 270 feet en. Additional 
pumps have been leer to assist 
those on tie 1900-fo ftevel, below 
which it is expected to confine the 
flood. The miners were at no time in 
danger, but were not slow making 
their escape by way of the main 
shatt. It is considered probable that 
a great fissure has been struck in the 
Denn through which the whole of the 
surrounding basin is drained. If so, 
there may be some concerted action 
toward lifting the district drainage at 
the Denn shaft. About 7,000,000 gal- 
lons a day have been handled hereto- 
fore at the other shafts. 
A proposition for the irrigation of 
10,000 acres around Douglas has been 
made the directors of the Douglas 
Chamber of Commerce by the West- 
ern Construction Company of Wichi- 
ta, Kansas. It is proposed to furnish 
pumped water at a cost of $4.50 a year 
per acre, the plant to become the 
property of the farmers after ten 
years. 

OMAN DIES OF PELLAGRA. 

In Bisbee has appeared a genuine 
case of pellagra, the second known in 
the Southwest. The local vietim was 
Mrs. Eva Suttey, aged 45, a woman 
who had for years used corn meal as 
her chief article of diet. It is be- 
lieved the germ of the disease is car- 
ried in meal made from corn spoiled 
before grinding. vet other members 
of the woman's family, whose f 
had heen about the same, have thus 
far shown no signs of the disease. 

At Tombstone a district court jury 
has acquitted Earl Sands of the charge 
of murdering Clarence May at Para- 
dise last May. It appeared to have 
been a case of self-defense. The men 
had quarreled over a herd of goats.
